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Text of President’s Address to Congress 


On Methods of Lowering Cost of Living - 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 9%. 
OLLOWING is the text of 
FF President Wilson's . address 
to Congress yesterday mak- 
ing recommendations for reduc- 
ing the cost of living: 
“Gentlemen of the Congress: 

“T have sought this opportuni- 
ty to address you because it is 
clearly my duty to call your 
attention to the present cost of 
living and to urge upon you with 
all the persuasive force of which 
I am capable the legislative 
measures which would be most 
effective in controlling it and 
bringing it down. The prices 
the people of this country are 
paying for everything that is 
necessary for them to use in or- 
der to live are not justified by a 
shortage in supply, either pres- 
ent or prospective, and are in 
many cases artificially and de- 
liberately created by vicious 


“practices which ought immedi- 


ately to be checked by law. 
They constitute a burden upon 
us which is more unBearable be- 
cause we know that it is will- 
fully imposed by those who have 
the power and that it can by 
vigorous public action be greatly 
lightened and made to square 
with the actual conditions of 
supply and demand. 

“Some of the methods by 
which these prices are produced 
are already illegal, some of them 
criminal, and those who employ 
them will be energetically pro- 
ceeded against; but others have 
not yet been brought under the 
law, and should be dealt with 
at once by legislation. 

“I need not recite the partic- 
ulars of this critical matter; the 
prices demanded and paid at the 
sources of supply, at the factory, 
in the food markets. at the 
shops, in the restaurants and 
hotels, alike in the city and in 
the village. They are familiar 
to you. They are the talk of 
every domestic circle and of ev- 
ery group of casual acquaint- 
ances even. 

"It js a matter of familiar 
knowledge, also, that a process 
has set in which is likely, un- 
leas something is done, to push 
prices and rents and the whole 
cost of living higher and _ yet 
higher, in a vicious cycle to 
which there is no logical or pet” 
ural end. With the ingr ase in 
the price of the mocessities of 
life come demapds for increases 
in wageg-~Cemands which are 
justifAiea if there be no other 
fieans of enabling men to live. 
Upon the increases of wages 
there follows close an increase 
in the price of the products 
whose producers have been ac- 
corded the increase—not a pro- 
portionate increase, for the 
manufacturer does not content 
himself with that, but an in- 
crease considerably greater than 
the added wage cost and for 
which the added wage cost is 
oftentimes hardly more than an 
excuse, 

“The laborers who do not get 
an increase in pay when they 
demand it are likely to strike; 
and the strike only makes mat- 
ters worse. It checks produc- 
tion. It affects the railways; 
it prevents distribution and 
strips the markets, so that there 
is presently nothing to buy, and 
thepe is another excessive addi- 
tion to prices resulting from the 
scarcity. 

"These are facts and forces 
with which we have become only 
too familiar; but we are not jus- 
tified because of our familiarity 
with them or because of any 
hasty and shallow conclusion 
that they are ‘natural’ and in- 
evitable in sitting inactively by 
and letting them work their fa- 
tal results if there is anything 
that we can do to check, correct 
or reverse them. I have sought 
this opportunity to inform the 
Congress what the executive is 
doing by way of remedy and 
control, and to suggest where ef- 
fective legal remedies, are lack- 
ing and may be supplied. 

Neither Peace Nor War Now. 

“We must, I think, frankly 
admit that there is no complete 
immediate remedy to be had 
from legislation and executive 
action. The free processes of 
supply and demand will not op- 
erate of themselves and no legis- 
lative or executive action can 
force them into full and natura) 
operation until there is peace. 
There is now neither peace nor 
war. 

“All the world is waiting— 
with what unnerving fears and 
haunting doubts who can ade- 
quately say—waiting to know 
when it comes—a peace in 
which each nation shall make- 
shift for itself as it can. or a 
peace buttressed and supported 
by the will and concert of the 
nations that have the purpose 
and the power to do and to en- 
force what is right. Politically, 
economically, socialry the world 
is on the operating table, and it 
has not been possible to admin- 
ister any anesthetic. It is con- 
scious. It even watclfes the cap- 
ital operation upon which it 


Aenows that its hope of healthful) 


life depends. It cannot think its 
business out or make plans or 


give intelligent and provident 
direction to its affairs while in 
such a case, 

“Where there is no peace of 
mind there can be no energy in 
endeavor. There can be no con- 
fidence in industry, no calcula- 
ble basis for credits, no confi- 
dent buying or systematic sell- 
ing, no certain prospect of em- 
ployment or normal restoration 
of business; no hopeful attempt 
at reconstruction or the proper 
reassembling of the dislocated 
elements of enterprise until 
peace has been established, and, 
so far as may be, guaranteed. 

“Our national life has no 
doubt been less radically dis- 
turbed and dismembered than 
the national life of other peo- 
ples whom the war more direct- 
ly affected, with all its terrible 
ravaging and destructive force, 
but it has been, nevertheless, 
profoundly affected and disar- 
rangod, our industries, our cred- 
its, our productive capacity, our 
economic processes, are inex- 
tricably interwoven with those 
of other nations and peoples— 
most intimately of all with the 
nations and peoples upon whom 
the chief burden and confusion 
of the war fell and wh° are now 
most dependent upon the co- 
operative action of the world. 

Export Situation Unsettled. 

“We are just now shipping 
more goods out of our ports to 
foreign markets than we ever 
shipped before—not foodstuffs 
merely, but stuffs and materials 
of every sort; but this is no in- 
dex of what our foreign sales 
will continue to be or of the ef- 
fect the volume of our exports 
will have on supplies and prices. 
It is impossible yet to predict 
how far or how long foreign 
purchasers will be able to find 
the money or credit to pay for or 
sustain such purchases on such 
a scale; how soon or to what ex- 
tent foreign manufacturers can 
resume their former production, 
foreign farmers get their ac- 
customed crops from their own 


fields; foreign mines resume 
their former output; foreign 
merchants set up agaiy: thelr old 
ma@hinery of teed: with the 
wth jearth. All these 
Tugs must remain uncertain 
until peace is established and the 
nations of the world have con- 
certed the methods by which 
normal life and industry are to 
be restored. All that we shall 
do, in the meantime, to restrain 
profiteering and put the life of 
our people upon a tolerable 
footing will be makeshift and 


provisional. There can be no 
settled conditions here or else- 
where until the treaty of peace 
is out of the way and the work 
of liquidating the war has be- 
come the chief concern of our 
Government and of the other 
Governments of the world. Un- 


til then, business will inevitably 
remain speculative and sway, 
now this way and again that¢ 
with heavy losses or heavy gains 
as it may chance, and the con- 
sumer must take care of both 
the gains and the losses. There 
can be no peace prices so long 
as our whole financial and eco- 
nomic system is on a war basis. 

“Europe will not, cannot re- 
coup her capital or put her rest- 
less, distracted peoples to work 
until she knows exactly where 
she stands in respect of peace: 
and what we will do is for her 
the chief question upon which 
her quietude of mind and con- 
fidence of purpose depend. While 
there is any possibility that the 
peace terms may be changed 
or may be held long in abeyance 
or may not be enforced because 
of divisions of opinion among 
the Powers associated against 
Germany, jt is idle to look for 
permanent relief. 

“But what we can do we 
should do, and should do at 
once, and there is a great dea! 
that we can do, provisional: 
though it be. Wheat shipments 
and credits to facilitate the pur- 
chase of our wheat can and will 
be limited and controlled in such 


a way as not to raise, but rath- 
er, to lower the price of flour 
here.. The Government has the 
power, within certain limits, to 
regulate that. 

“We onnnot deny wheat to 
foreign peoples who are in dire 
need of it, and we do not wish 

do so; but, fortunately, 
though the wheat crop is not 
what we hoped it would be, it is 
abundant if handled with provi- 
dent care. The price of wheat is 
lower in the United States than 
in Europe, and can with proper 
management be kept so. 


“By way of immediate relief. 
surplus stocks of both food and 
clothing in the hands of the 
Government will be sold, and, 
of course, sold at prices at 
which there is no profit. And by 
way of a more permanent cor- 
rection of prices surplus stocks 
in private hands will be drawn 
out of storage and put upon the 
market. 

“Fortunately. under the terms 
of the food control act the 
hoarding of foodstuffs can be 
checked and prevented: and 


they will be, with the greatest 
energy. Foodstuffs can be 
drawn out of storage and sold 
by legal action which the De- 
partment of Justice will insti- 
tute wherever necessary; but as 
soom as the situation is sys- 
ternatically dealt with it is not 
likely that the courts will often 
have to be resorted to. 

“Much of the accumulating of 
stocks has no doubt been due to 
the sort of speculation which al- 
Ways results from uncertainty. 
Great surpluses were accumu- 
lated because it was impossible 
to foresee what the market 
would disclose and dealers were 
determined to be ready for what- 
ever might happen, as well as 
eager to reap the full advantage 
of rising prices. They will now 
see the disadyantage of, as weil 
asithe danger, or holding off 
from the new process of dis- 
tribution. 

“Some very interesting and 
significant facts with regard to 
stocks on hand and the rise of 
prices in the face of abundancw 
have been disclosed by the in- 
quiries of the Department of 
Agriculture, the Department of 
Labor and the Federal Trade 
Commission. They seem to jus- 
tify the statement that in the 
case of many necessary commod- 
ities effective means have been 
found to prevent the normal op- 
eration of the law of supply and 
demand. 

‘Disregarding the surplus 
stocks in the hands of the Gov- 
ernment, there was a greater 
supply of foodstuffs in this 
country on June ist of this year 
than at the same date last year. 
In the combined total of a 
number of the most important 
foods in dry and cold storage 
the excess is quite 19 per cent, 
and yet prices have risen. The 
supply of fresh eggs on hand in 
June of this year, for example, 
was greater by nearly 10 per 
cent than the supply on hand at 
the same time last year and yet 
the wholesale price was 40 cents 
a dozen as against 30 cents a 
year ago. 

Shows How Prices Rose. 

“The stock of frozen fowls 
had increased more than 298 
per cent, and yet the price had 
risen also, from 34% cents per 
pound to 37% cents. The sup- 
ply of creamery butter had in- 
creased 129 per cent and the 
price from 41 to 53 cents per 
pound. The supply of sqit beef 
had been augmented 3 per cent 
and the price had gone up from 
$34 a barrel to $36 a barrel. 
Canned corn had increased in 
stock nearly 92 per cent and 
had remained substantially the 
same in price. In a few food- 
stuffs the prices had declined, 
but in nothing like the pronor- 
tion in which the supply had 
increased. For example, the 
stock of canned tomatoes had 
increased 102 per cent and yet 
the price had declined only 25 
cents per dozen cans. In some 
cases there had been the usual 
result of an increase of price 
following a decrease of supply. 
but in almost every instance the 
increase: of price had been dlis- 
proportionate to the decrease in 
stock. 

“The Attorney-General has 
been making a careful] study of 
the situation as a whole and of 
the laws that can 1> applied to 

, better it and is convinced that, 
under the stimulation and temp- 
tation of exceptional circum- 
stances, combination of produc- 
ers and combinations of traders 
have been formed for the control 
of supplies and of prices which 
are clearly in restraint of trade, 
and against these prosecutions 
will be promptly instituted and 
actively pushed, which will in all 
likelihood have a prompt cor- 
rective effect. There is reason 
to believe that the prices of 
leather, of coal, of lumber and 
of textiles have been materlally 
affected by forms of concert and 
co-operation among the produc- 
ers and marketers of these and 
other universally necessary com- 
modities which it will be possi- 
ble tg redress. No watchful or 
energetic effort will be spared to 
accomplish this necessary result. 

“T trust that there will not be 
many cases in which prosecution 
will be necessary. Public action 
will no doubt cause many who 
have perhaps unwittingly adcpt- 
ed illegal methods to abandon 
them promptly and of their own 
motion. . 

“Publicity can accomplish a 
great deal. The purchaser can 
often take care of himself if he 
knows the facts and influences 
he is dealing with; and purchas- 
ers are not disinclined to do any- 
thing, either singly or collective- 
ly, that may be necessary for 
their self-protection. The De- 
partment of Commerce, the De- 
partment of Agriculture, the De- 
partment of Labor and the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission can doa 
great deal towards supplyine 
the public, systematicrlily and at 
short intervals with information 
regarding the actual supply of 
particular commodities that ¢ in 
existence and available, with re- 
gard to supplies which are in ex- 
istence but not available hecause 


of hoarding, and with regard ‘0 
the methods of price-fixing 
which are being used.by dsetl- 
ers in certain foodstuffs und 
other necessaries. There can be 
little doubt that reta’‘ers are in 
part—sometimes in large part — 
responsible for exorbitant pri-es, 
and it is quite practicable fo- 
the Government, through the 
agencies I have mentioned, to 
supply the public with full infor- 
mation ag to the prices at whitn 
retailers buy and as to the costs 
of transportation they pay, in 
order that it may be known just 
what margin of profit they are 
standing. Opinion and concer’e 
action on the part of purchasers 
can probably do the rest. 

Wants More Money Voted. 

“That is, these agencies may 
perform this indispensable serv- 
ice provided the Congress will 
supply them with the necessary 
funds to prosecute their inquir- 
ies and keep their price lists up 
to date. Hitherto the appropri- 
ation committees of the Houses 
have not always, I fear, seen the 
full value of these inquiries, and 
the departments and commis- 
sions have been very much 
straightened, for means to ren- 
der this service. That adequate 
funds be provided by appropria- 
tion for this purpose, and pro- 
vided as promptly as possible, 
is one of the means of greatly 
ameliorating the present dis- 
trepssing conditions of livelihood 
that I have come to urge, in 
this attempt to concert with you 
the best ways to serve the coun- 
try in this emergency. It is one 
of the absolutely necessary 
means, underlying many others, 
and can be supplied at once. 

“There are many other ways 
Existing law is inadequate. 
There are many perfectly legi- 
timate methods by which the 
Government can exercise re- 
straint and guidance. 

“Let me urge tn the first place 
that the present food control act 
should be extended both as to 
the period of time during which 
it shall remain in operation and 
as to the commodities to which 
it shall apply. Its provisions 
against hoarding should be mode 
to apply not only to food but also 
to feedstuffs, to fuel, to cloth- 
ing, and to many other commod- 
ities which are indisputably nec- 
essaries of life. As it stands now 
it is limited in operation to the 
period of the war and becomes 
inoperative upon the forma! 
proclamation of peace. gut | 
should judge that it was clearly 
within the constitutional power 
of the Congress to make similar 
permanent provisions and regu- 
lations with regard to all goods 
destined for interstate commerce 
and to exclude them from inter- 
state shipment if the require- 
ments of the law are not com- 
plied with. Some such regula- 
tlon is imperatively necessary 
The abuses that have grown up 
in other necessaries of life can- 
not otherwise be effectively pre- 
vented. There can be no doubt 
of either the necessity or the le- 
gitimacy of such measures. May 
[I not call attention to the fact, 
also, that, although the present 
act prohibits profiteering, the 
prohibition is accompanied by 
no penalty. It is clearly in the 
public interest that a  pen-

Asks for Storage Law. 

“To the same end, I earnest- 
ly recommend, in the second 
place that the Congress pass 4 
law regulating cold storage as 
it is regulated, for example, by 
the laws of the State of New 
Jersey, which limit the time 
during which goods may . be 
kept in storage, prescribe the 
methods of disposing of them if 
kept beyond the permitted pe- 
riod, and require that goods re 
leased from storage shall In all 
cases bear the date of their re- 
ceipt. It would materially add 
to the serviceability of the law, 
for the purpose we now have in 
view, if it were also prescribed 
that all goods released from 
storage for interstate shipment 
should have plainly marked 
upon each package the selling 
or market price at which they 
went into storage. By this 
means the purchaser would al- 
ways be able to learn what prof- 
its stood between him and the 
producer or the wholesale deal- 
er. 


“It would serve as a useful ex- 
ample to the other communities 
of this country, as well as greatly 
relieve local distress, if the con- 
gress were to regulate all such 
matters very fully for the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, where its legis- 
lative authority is without limit. 

“I would also recommend that 
it be required that all goods des- 
tined for interstate commerce 
should, in every case wherp their 
form of package makes it pos- 
sible, be plainly marked witt-the 
price at which they left the 
hands of the producer. Such a 
requirement would bear a close 
analogy to certain provisions of 
the pure food act, by which it i« 
required that certain detalled in- 
formation be given on the labels 
of packages of food and dfugs. 


“And it does not seem to me 
that we can confine ourselves to 
detailed measures of this kind, 
if it is indeed our purpose to as- 
sume national control of the 
processes of distribution. I take 
it for granted that that is our 
purpose and our duty. Nothing 
less will suffice. We need not 
hesitate to handle a national 
question in a national way. We 
should go beyond the measures 
‘I have suggested. We should 
formulate a law requiring a Fed- 
eral license of all corporations 
engaged in interstate commerce 
and embodying in the license, or 
in the conditions under which it 
is to be issued, specific regula- 
tions designed to secure competi- 
tive selling d prevent uncon- 
scionable profits in the method of 
marketing. Such a law would 
afford a welcome opportunity to 
effect other much needed re- 
forms in the business of inter- 
state shipment and in the meth- 
ods of corporations which are en- 
gaged in it; but for the moment, 
I confine my recommendations 
to the object immediately in 
hand, which is to lower the cost 
of living. 

Urges Passage of Stock Bill. 

““May I not add that there is 
a bill now pending before the 
Congress which, if passed, would 


do much to stop speculation and 
to prevent fraudulent methods 
of promotion by which our peo- 
ple are annually fleeced of many 
millions of hard-earned money. 
I refer to the measure propose4 
by the Capital Issues Commit- 
tee for the control of security 
issues. It is a measure formu- 
lated by men who know the ac- 
tual conditions of business and 
its adoption would serve a great 
and beneficent purpose. 

“Weare dealing, gentlemen of 
Congress, I need hardly say, with 
very critical and very difficult 
matters. We should go forward 
with confidence along the road 
we see, but we should also seek 
to comprehend the whole of the 
scene amidst which we act. There 
is no ground for some of the 
fearful forecasts I hear uttered 
about me, but the condition of 
the world is unquestionably very 
grave and we should faee it corn- 
prehendingly. The situation o* 
our own country is exceptionally 
fortunate. Weof all peoples can 
afford -to kqgep our hands and to 
determine thpon moderate and 
sensible courses of action which 
will insure us against the pas- 
sions and distempers which are 
working such deep unhappiness 
for some of the distressed na- 
tionals on the other side of the 
sea. But we may be involved in 
their distresses unless we help, 
and help wi®h energy and intelli- 
rence, 

‘The world must pay 
appalling destruction wrought 
by the great war, and we are 
part of the world. We must pay 
our share. For five years now 
the industry of all Europe has 
been slack and disordered. The 
normal crops have not been pro- 
duced: the normal quantity of 
manufactured goods has _ not 
been turned out. Not until there 
are the usual crops and the 
usual production of manufac- 
tured goods on the other side of 
the Atlantic can Europe return 
to the former conjlitions; and it 
was upon the former conditions, 
not the present, that our eco- 
nomic relations with Europe 
were built up. We must face 
the fact that unless we \help 
Europe to get back to her nor- 
mal life and production a chaos 
will ensue there that will inevi- 
tably be communicated to this 
country. For the present, it is 
“manifest, we must quicken, not 
slacken, our own production. | 
We, and we almost alone, now 
hold the world steady. Upon 
our steadfastness and self-pos- 
session depend the affairs of na- 
tions everywhere. It is in this 
supreme crisis—-this crisis for 
all mankind that America 
must prove her mettle. In the 
presence of a world confused, 
distracted, she must show her- 
self self-possessed, self-con- 
tained, capable of sober and ef- 
fective action. She saved Eu- 
rope by her action in arms, she 
must now save it by her action 
in peace. In saving Europe she 
will save herself, as she did upon 
the battlefields of the war. The 
calmness and capacity with 
which she deals with and mas- 
ters the problems of peace will 
be the final test and proof of 
her place among the peoples of 
the world. 

“And, if only {tn our own in- 
terest, we must help the people 
overseas. Europe is our biggest 
customer. We must keep her 
going or thousands of our shops 
and scores of our mines must 
close. There is no such thing 
as letting her go to ruin without 
ourselves sharing in the disas- 
ter. 

“In such circumstances, face 
to face with such tests, passion 
must be discarded. Passion and 
a disregard for the right of oth- 
ers have no place in the counsels 
of a free people. We need light, 
not heat, in these solemn times 
of self-examination and saving 
action. There must be no 


for the 
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threats. Let there be only intel- 
ligent counsel, and let the best 
reasons win, not the strongest 
brute force. 

“The world has just destroyed 
the arbitrary force of a milit- 
tary junta. It will live under no 
other. All that is arbitrary and 
coercive is in the discard. Those 
who seek to employ it only pre- 
pare their own destruction. 

Strong Fiber Still Present. 

“We cannot hastily and over 
night revolutionize all the — 
cesses’ of our economic life. We 
shall not attempt to do _ s0. 
These are days of deep excite- 
ment and of extravagant speech, 
but with us these are things of 
the surface. Everyone who is 
in real touch with the silent 
masses of our great people 
knows that the old strong fiber 
and steady self-control are still 
there, firm against violence or 
any distempered action that 
would throw their affairs into 
confusion. I am serenely confi- 
dent that they will readily find 
themselves, no matter what the 
circumstance, and that they will 
address themselves to the tasks 
of peace with the same devo- 
tion and the same stalwart pref- 
erence for what right that they 
displayed to the admiration of 
the whole world in the midst of 
war. 

“And I enter another confi- 
dent hope. I have spoken today 
chiefly of measures of impera- 
tive regulation and legal com- 
pulsion, of prosecutions and the 
sharp correction of selfish 
processes; and these no doubt 
are necessary. But there are 
other forces that we may count 
on besides those resident in the 
Department of Justice. We have. 
just fully awakened to what has 
been going on and to the _  in- 
fluences, many of them very 
selfish and sinister, that have 
been producing high prices and 
imposing an intolerable burden 
on the mass of our people. To 
have brought it all into the open 
will accomplish the greater part 
of the result we seek. I appeal 
with entire confidence to our 
producers, our middlemen and 
our merchants to deal fairly 
with the people. It is their op- 
portunity to show that they 
comprehend, that they ingend to 
act justly, and Ahat they have 
the public interest sincerely at 
heart. And I have.no doubt 
that housekeepers all over the 
country, and everyone who buys 
the things he dally stands in 
need of ake presently exercise 
a greater gilance, a- more 
thoughtful Bates a more 
discriminating care as to the 
market in which he buys or the 
merchant with whom he trades 
than he has hitherto exercised. 

Strikes Make Matters Worse. 

“I believe, too, that the more 
extreme leaders of organized la- 
bor will presently yield to a so- 
ber second thought, and, like 
the great mass of their associ- 
ates, think and act Ike true 
Americans. They will see that 
strikes undertaken at this crit- 
ical time are certain to make 
matters worse, not better— 
worse for them and for every- 
body else. The worst thing, the 
most fatal thing, that can be 
done is to stop or interrupt pro- 
duction or to interfere with the 
distribution of goods by the rall- 
ways and the shipping of the 
country. We are all involved in 
the gistressing results of the 
high cost of living and we must 
unite, not divide, to correct it. 

“There are many things that 
ought to be corrected in the re- 
lations between capital and la- 
bor, in respect of wages and con- 
ditions of labor and other 
things even more far-reaching, 
and I, for one, am ready to go 
into conference about these mat- 
ters with any group of my fel- 
low countrymen who know what 
they are talking about and are 
willing to remedy existing con- 
ditions by frank counsel rather 
than by violent contest. No 
remedy is possible while men 
are in a temper, and there can 
be no settlement which does not 
have as its motive and stand- 
ard the general interest. Threats 
and undue insistence upon the 
interest of a single class make 
settlement impossible. 


“I belleve, as I have hitherto 
had occasion to say to the Con- 
gress, that the industry and life 
of our people and of the world 
will suffer irreparable damage 
if employers and workmen are 
to go on in a perpetual contest. 
as antagonists. They must, on 
one plane or another, be effect- 
ively associated. Have we not 
steadiness and  self-possession 
and business sense enough to 
work out that result? Undoubt- 
edly we have, and we shall work 
it out. In the meantime—now 
and in the days of readjust- 
ment and recuperation that are 
ahead of us—let us resort more 
and more to frank and intimate 
counsel and make ourselves a 
great and triumphant nation, 
by making ourselves a united 
force in the life of the world. 
It will not then have looked to 
us for leadership in vain.”

He has 
had the courage to select as his hero 
a man who in his human relations is 
cruel, selfish, brutal and sensual to 
an appalling degree; he serves him 
up with the relentlessnes sand dis- 
passionate frankness of an alienist 
reporting a clinical observation: and 
| yet he wields the art of compelling. 
the reader thoroughly to believe in 
the idealism of his chief character 
and finally even to make him credi- 
ble as u truly tragic figure, stirring 


to the compassion.

Frank Runyan, 18 years old, 4279 
Olive street, recently discharged 
fromi the army, is one of three pris- 
oners at Carlyle, Ill, charged with | 
holding up the Farmers’ and Mer- 
chants’ Bank at Hoffman, Iil., 
Thureday, and stealing $1806. The 
money has been § recovered, 
Sheriff John Knies of Carlyle : 
the prisoners have confessed. 

Runyan'’s companions said they 
were Herman Meyer, 18, of Cen- |, 
tralia, Jll., who, the Sheriff says is 
a deserter from the navy, 
ward Fischer, 21, of Altamont, II1., 
who claims to be on furlough from 
military service. 

The prisoners were to have a pre- 
liminary hearing this afternoon on 

a charge of first degree robbery. 
They drove into Hoffman in a stolen 
automobile, according to Knies. Run- 
yan remained at the wheel while 
the others entered the bank and 
pointed revolvers at Herman Hus- 
man, the cashier. While one kept 
Husmann covered the other took the. 
money from the vault, the door to, 
which was open. As they drove 
rapidly away, after having tied Hus- 
mann to a stove, 
shots in the air to frighten residents 
of the town. Husmann frecd himself 
and gave chase in his brother's auto- 
mobile. 

Near Okawville, in Washington 
County, thé robbers had to abandon 
their car when it ran out of gasoline.

Sheriff Knies snatd they told him 
that they had been working in Van- 
dalia, Tll., and had planned the rob- 
bery so that Meyer, who wanted to 
get out of the navy, could have some 
money. They went to Centralia 
Thursday morning, they said, and 
took the automobile from a service 
Griver after tying him to a tree. 

Last October a lone robber held up 
the cashier of the same bank at 
Hoffman and stole $500.
